" HE Auchor tellsus, He has for 

ſeveral Years obſerved divers 
| Contentions Books writ by Fran. 
Bugg «xd Geo. Whitchead oze 42 4inf 
the other, which having read, proceeds to 
give his Sence of the Matter. 

1. He apprehends the tendency of F. B's 
ſtriving, is to have ſeveral Errors Re- 
br afted and Condemned. 

2. That Geo. Whitehead's Conterti- 
09 is to Cover and Cloak many Errors aud 
Weakneſſes, which he aud all True Chriſti- 
ans ought to Condemn, &C. 

He proceeds to tell us, Thet Brevity #5 
defigned by him, and what he writes is done 
in order, ( if happily it might be ſo) to

But this his Senſe and Apprehenſion;

Dead, ( as he Terms it ) with p. 7, 9, 
and himſelf is found in the 29 474 11 
ſame. Work; he blames 
F. B. for Reproaching a People that be- 
lieves all things according to Scripture, 
4nd would not have him wilifie any part of 
their Society upon the ſcore of the Igno- 
rance or Folly of any pretended Member ; 
yet himſelf upon no better ſcore or proof 
than a perhaps, or for ought he knows, 
vilifies ſome, or a part of the ſame So- 
cicty, and that with no leſs than deny: 
ing him that was Born of the Virgin 
Mary, to be Chriſt the Saviour of the 
World, Hetells F. B. That if at any 
time he has found any Man or Men un- 
der the Name of a Quaker guilty of Er- 
rorofany kind, relating to the Chriſtian 
Religion, that he ought to pray toGod 
on their behalf; and yet himſelf de- 
clares, "That if ar any time any pretend- 
ed Member that may be Dead, or yet 7s 
in Being, did ever deny Jelus of Naza- 
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reth to be the Saviour of the World, he 
is Diſowned for the ſame, and deemed 
no leſs than guilty of Bla/phemy in the 
ſuperlative degree, which I affirm, ac- 
cording to Scripture, is a Sin ought not 
to be prayed for, it nat having rhe Pro- 
miſe of Forgivenels either in this World, 
or in that which 1s to come. 

What Contradiction and Confuſion 
is here, and how much unlike a Chri- 
fttian Quaker to vilifie, fome (or a part 
of their Society ) upan no better proof 
than @ perhaps, or for ought he knows * 

May I not with the ſame ſort of Rea- 
fon argue againſt him, that perhaps, or 
 forovght I know, it may be undenia» 
bly proved upon him, that he is a Thief 
or a Murderer ; to be ſure, if a profeſſed 
Quaker, a very falſe and treacherous 
Brother? 

All the proof he brings againft G.W. 
is F, B's Charges and Accuſations, with 
his own poſitive Senſe and Judgment, 
and yet even 18. that, he is alſo found 
inconfiftent with himſelf; for tho" in 
the beginning hc apprehends G.H's Con- 


reBiion { as he calls it } is to Cover and 
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Cloak-manyErrors, &e. yet in his An- 
ſwer to the Second ObjeAtion, page 6. 
G. W. is bat ſuppoſed tobe guilty in part ; 
and adds, that it's hoped he may ſee his 
weakneſs in ſo doing ; but {till no in- 
ſtance produced, wherein G.W. has been 
either weak, or wicked, which to. Co- 
ver or Cloak many and groſs Errours, 
muſt be. 

However, it ſeems *tis his Senſe «nd 
Judgment, and {© it is, that Light and 
Darkneſs are ek} Beings, which as 
much beſpeaks his Skill in Philoſophy,as 
the other does his Ticle to Chriſtianity. 

Yet he would ſeem'tender of the Chri- 
ſtian-Religion, giving itas his Senſe and 
Tudgment, p.j. That the many Books. of 
Contention, writ by G. W. and others , 
has done muth hart t0 it, and ivould be glad 
if it ſhould pleaſe God to put it intothe 
Hearts of the Governoars and Rulers of 
the Nation to tofidemn them, and order 
thent aff to be Burnt. Then noneedof 
Explanations and Emendations Requeſted 
in the Poſtſcript, 
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But why, muſt they be Burat ? * The 
Matter (it ſeems) is Diſtaſteful ; Apo- 
Tates and Unruly Spirits like not to have 
their Fruits made manifeſt, and- their 
Rebellion againſt the Light rebuked ; 
and that. which would have the Books 
Burnt, in all probability in its next ſep 
would have' the. Authors Burnt alſo, 
left there ſhould be any more ſuch 
Books. 

\ But he proceeds inAnſwer to another of 
'F, P's. Accuſations againſt G.Whitehead, 
page 6zh. Objetf, 3. wherein G. W. 
1s accuſed for cndeavouring to cover ſe- 


veral Errors in ſome Perſons in Pexſi/= | 


vania. D.S. in Anſwer infinuates, that 
if G. We or any others do wink or connive 
at the aforeſaid blaſphemons expreſſions, 
(cited by F. B.) he or they are Judged to 
be equally guilty with them. 

Now to ſhew the Difngenuity of

Does this look like indeavouring to 
cover any ſuch groſs Errors, or doth 
adviling ſuch ro be duly Inſtrutted and 
Admoniſhed, and npor: their wilful per- 
ſiſtance, to be further dealt with accord- 
ing to Goſpel Order, look like Conni- 
ving or Winking at them ; away with 
{uch Malicious Inſinuarions. 

- But this D.S. ( who, ina Malapart 

Pragmatical (tile, would be deemed , 
the Repreſentative of the rue Chriſtt- 
an Quakers. is for Cenſuring and Ex- 
comunicating { Pope like ) without the 
conſent of the Church, and that not on- 
Iy many that are alive, but even ſeveral 
that are dead, For, 

He charges (upon F. B's. Accuſation) 
ſeveral Emineur, Ancient Friends, p. 9,

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10, 1f. with no leſs than great and 


high Blaſphemy, particularly G. Fox, 
Foſiab Coal, F. Andlang,and Fames Parnell,
